This incorporates subway related 
properties, along with W Hotel and 1600 Vine, both of which are supportive (and pay their 
assessments through pass throughs). Our Economic Development Committee hearing is April 
24. Could the MTA petitions be added to the amount as the ordinance of intention heads to 
council, which will be after the April 26 MTA hearing?
